Petroleum Keeps Pace 
With Motive Production

ASHINGTON, June 20.—The | 
outstanding achievement of 

the petroleum industry during the 


last ten years has been its ability | 


to meet the constantly increas- 

ing demand for gasoline by keep- 

ing pace with the growing use of 
motor vehicles, which now take 

85 per cent. of the total consump- 

tion of gasoline, the United States 

Bureal of Mines pointed out today. 

There are nearly six times as 
many automobiles today as there 
were ten years ago, but total runs of 
oil to stills in 1925 were only three 
times those of 1916. 

The apparent deficit in amount of 
crude petroleum refined has been 
compensated by increased yields of 
gasoline. This increase was due to 
several factors, chief of which are 
the development of the cracking 


| process, the larger use of natural 


gasoline and improvements in re- 
| finery practice, the bureau ex- 
| plained. 

Registration of automobiles and 
| trucks on December 16, 1916, was 
| 3,513,000, as compared with 19,955,- 
| 000 on December 31, 1925. This gain 
| of 468 per cent. in registration dur- 
ing the ten-year period, when com- 
pared with the gain of 460 per cent. 
in domestic consumption of gaso- 
line, indicates that the supply is 
keeping pace with the need of auto- 
mobiles. In other words, the aver- 
age yearly consumption per car is 
relatively the same now as it was 
ten years ago. 

Rapid increase in the use of 
motor buses and trucks has been 
counterbalanced by changes in en- 
gine design which make possible 
greater mileage per gallon.

U.S. Rubber Chief 
Reviews Effect of 
Restriction Plan 


Special from A. D. N, Washington Bureau 

Washington, June 20.— Coin- 
cident with the announcement 
from London that the British gov- 
ernment does not contemplate 
abolition of the Stevenson rubber 
restrictions, E. G. Holt, chief of 
the rubber division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, today made 
public a comprehensive survey of 
conditions in the growing and 
world distribution of crude as they 
now exist. 

The London announcement, in- 
cidentally, was made by Lieut. Col. 
L. C. M. Amery, secretary of the 
dominions, in replying to a question 
as to whether he was aware that 
there had been a heavy fall in the 
price of raw rubber the last few 
days and whether the government 
intended to abolish the control sys- 
tem. 

Mr. Holt points out that sharp 
criticism of the restriction scheme 
has resulted partly from apparent 
inaccuracy of standard production 
announcement, partly because of the 
keen disappointment felt by bull 
market operators at the failure of 
the attempt to secure cancellation 
of coupons last November, and 
partly from the slowness of action 
of the scheme after prices began to 
decline last year.

The company has taken a long- 
time lease on a large tract of land 
in a location suited for its business.

The most modern 
wrecking machinery made is being 
instailed and the company expects, 
within the next few weeks, to be 
shipping two to three carloads of 
wrecked cars daily. There will be 
no attempt to salvage any parts 
from the wrecked cars, the object 
of the company being to get as many 
of the parts to the junk pile as pos- 
sible. 

“We are making a bold stroke 
to solve the greatest problem of 
the motor industry—the used car 
problem,” Mr. Bond said. “And 
while we are solving that problem 
we are striking a blow at another 
evil—the junk dealer. Here in 
Kansas City we found the legiti- 
mate motor car dealers were sup- 
porting more than forty auto 
wrecking companies and junk 
dealers that were receiving more 
than 85 per cent. of their cars for 
wrecking from members of our 
organization. 

“We also discovered, in making a 
Survey of the situation, that these 
dealers were taking 40 per cent. of 
the cars sold to them for wrecking 
purposes and patching them up with 
temporary repairs and selling them 
Im competition with the dealers from 
whom they were purchased. 

“Our survey also showed

—Cars that the owners cannot af- 
ford to operate, but which were 
Standing in the way of legitimate 
used car sales. With these facts be- 
fore us we started in to solve the 
problem—and the wrecking company 
was the result.” 

In the short time the company 
has been in operation the dealers 
are clearing up their used car lots 
of ail junk cars as fast as the 
wrecking company can handle them. 
It will be two or three weeks more 
before the plant is working at full 
capacity. 

The wrecking company pays the 
dealers cash for the junk cars. It 
is expected that the price received 
for the junk cars will become 
higher as the business grows, as 
the wrecking company, with its 
big capacity, will be able to com- 
mand the highest prices obtain- 
able. Some junk dealers here, 
with limited capital, are forced to 

to larger concerns getting 
only about $3 per ton for the junk 
parts, while the market price 
should average about $18 per ton, 
according to Mr. Bond.
